Tho rich natives who had become 


mubon.sinSpain formed masonic lodges 
when they returned to Manila. Their 
history is preserved by those waiters 
nho lind in masonry the key of all in- 
iquities. There is even an awful tale of 
a female lodge in operation in Manila. 
Doubtless these lodges were more or 
less given to political intrigue, an In 
^thcr countries where masonry IK un- 
der the bun of authority and religion, 
but they had no definite political pro- 
gramme. In 16512, rich and Intellecual 
natives returning from Spain organized 
the Liga Filipina, to promote educa- 
tional nnd industrial progress with e 
new to national regeneration and ul- 
timate liberation. 
This association 


did not long survive repressive meas- 
ures, and its influence was captured by 
a rhal, the Katipunan, which was cotv 
ducted by the ignorant nnd obscure for 
the same avowed purposes as the Liga 
Filipina. Its crude ritual enforced the 
drawing of blood from the arm for use 
n signing the rolls. This pledge of 
brotherhood is based on notions cur- 
rent throughout the primitive world 
Magellan and Legaspi 
had mingled 


blood and wine to drink pledges of al- 
liance with Filipino chiefs and tribes. 
The Japanese drop blood into the seal 
of sacred pledges. Between these rite* 
lay Uniform of the Katipunan, which 
has been denounced as cannibalistic 
by every Spanish chronicler. 
Thou- 


sands have been imprisoned and hun- 
dreds shot because their arms bore the 
scar of initiation. 


The growth of the Katipunan order 


was rapid. Tens of thousands were 
added during the three years preceding 
tbe outbreak.—Harper's Magazine.

A Belt In the Empire State Which 


Snrpauoi Vermont'* Famow 


Prodnct, 


"I have BoppeA pancakes in the 


maple sirup, and got toothache from 
the maple sugar, and stomach ache 
from the wax pullings of the rnapl* 
bilin's of five states and 36 counties, all 
the v, ay from old Vermont to Michigan, 
ineluding Schoharie county, N. Y.," 
said a man from that part of the 
state, "and I have been ready to stand 
up and eay, and to bet heavy on what 
I said, that the sun never shone on any 
lund nor quickened it to the production 
of anything that could even begftt to 
think of being one-half as good as the 
maple sugar that Schoharie 
county 


boiled down out of its sap, or the maple 
lirup that Shoharie county got out of 
It* sugar, or the maple wax that we 
pulled out of both of 'em. But that was 
before I got over into Otscgo county. 
Wheu I struck a sugaring-ofl of Otsego 
Bounty's first run of sap I had to admit 
that I had never known before what sap 
could really be made to give up. But 
by and by I was domiciled in Delaware 
county. Then I stood up and declared 
that I had found out at last what maple 
sugar really was. I began to think that 
whatever of excellence there was in the 
maple sugar of Shoharie and Otsego 
counties was due to the curcumstancea 
of their contiguity to Delaware county, 
aiid I reflected on how fortunate Scho- 
harie and Otsego were to be there. 


"As a matter of fact, now that I am 


reminded of it by the census we have 
just taken of this season's yield of 
maple sugar in tb,ose three counties, 
and found that it isn't far from 1,000,- 
000 pounds, I don't suppose there is any 
difference at all in the quality of the 
sugar made in all that particular maple 
belt extending from the Delaware coun- 
ty Catskillb on the south through Scho- 
harie and Otsego and into Cortland 
county, this state, and embracing 
Wayne and Sasquehanna counties, in 
Pennsylvania. If the sugar makers of 
that belt would only give the attention 
to this business and apply to it the sys- 
tematic methods that have made the 
products of the Vermont maples world 
famous, they would soon be as famous 
as their brethren in Vermont. As it is, 
their product ranks second in the mar- 
ket to that of the Green Mountain state. 
A.nyho\vj a million pounds of maple 
sugar from a spring's running of sap 
In three counties isn't so bad. It sort 
o' fills in the chinks in the bank ac- 
count, and makes us feel good for put- 
ting in the corn and taters. We're a 
great nation up Schoharie way."— 
N. Y. Sun.

THE BROWN THRASHER. 


Beaptifnl Sate* "t tbe largest SoKff- 


felrd to Be Pound In the 


Vmlted S»«te». 


Of all the song birds in these parts the 


brown thrasher, a cousin of the mock- 
ingbird, and himself often called the 
sandy mockingbird, is considerably the 
largest. He is a full inch longer than 
the robin. The fact that he looks like 
an emlarged and much lengthened cop; 
of the wood thrust has earned for him 
the name of the brown thrush. HiB 
fondness for the public road and the 
bold fashion in which he runs along be- 
fore approaching vehicles have won fot 
him further couth still another name, 
the rut runner. 


Anyone who knows the region lying 


immediately above and below Mason 
and Dixoii'a line must be struck witb 
the fact that the brown thrasher it 
much more common there than near 
here. One hundred miles south of New 
York he sings all through the spring in 
every orchard and hedge row. Here he 
is heard perhaps half a dozen times in 
a season. He seems to quit singing soon 
after the nesting season begins, and 
nowadays his song is seldom heard. 


When the brown thrasher ceases to 


sing the bird orchestra loses one of its 
finebt instruments. 
Indeed, he presses 


hard upon the wood thrush in the mat- 
ter of music, and his song has one qual- 
ity that the song of the wood thrush 
lacks—variety of birds, may be com- 
pared with poets—the song of the wood 
thrush may be called a single exquisite 
line, while that of the brown thrashei 
is a complete poem, perhaps, properly 
a sonnet. The nearest approach to the 
song of the brown thrasher in bird mu- 
sic- is the song of his near cousin, the 
catbird. The latter has Uie same length 
and variety, but not the same richness 
and fashion. That last word is the one 
that mobt nearly conveys a certain rare 
quality of the brown thrasher's song. 
The bird delights to sit in a low tree 
or upon a telegraph pole and pour forth 
for many minutes together his won- 
derful succession of notch—a high, low, 
now throaty, now clear, thrilling in 
their intensity, almost human in theii 
feeling. Whoever has heard that song 
at early morning, when it comes clear 
and insistent athwart the bird chorus, 
can never forget it, though he may at 
times mistake it for the catbird's music. 


One need not hunt the woodlands to 


make acquaintance with the brown 
thrasher. He loves the haunts of men, 
to sun himself on a garden fence, to 
rush with fluttering wing in sudden 
sensational fashion from one orchard 
tree to another, to haunt inclosuro 
hedges, to dust himself in the public 
highway. He is a great foxy red fel- 
low with a long tail that serves to ex- 
press his liveliest feelings, though it 
droops low when he singe>, and a speck- 
led red breast amazingly like that of 
the wood thrush. The commonest bird 
of his size, though not in the leas»t like 
him, te the graceful black-billed cuckoo 
or rain crow, whose mournful, dovelike 
moaning is heard nowadajs in the 
northern suburbs, a sound full of 
dreamy midsummer sa/lne*s and echo- 
ing as of things long ago and far away 
—N. Y. Sun.

The heaviest batteries yet placed on 


any naval vessel In the world wUl be 
carried by the Georgia, New Jersey and 
Pennsylvania, the new battleships au- 
horized by the last congress, if the 
uggestions of Bear Admiral O'Neil, 
hie'f of the bureau of ordnance, are 
dopted. 
These ships are to have an approx- 
mate displacement of 13,500 tons each 
and speed and coal capacity entitling 
hem to be classed almost as armored 
cruisers. By the lightening of the ar- 
mor belt, made possible by the greatly 
ncreaeed resisting power qf the latest 
irmor, Bear Admiral O'Neil is enabled 
o plan much heavier batteries. He has 
irepared five separate plans for the 
jew ships. Each provides for the same 
number of guns of each caliber in the 
secondary batteries and the same gen- 
eral arrangement, but modified by dif- 
ferences in the main batteries. In the 
secondary battery each vessel is to 
carry 
16 3-inch guns, 80 caliber in 


ength; 16 3-poundeTB, four automatic 
1-pounders, six single shot 1-pounders, 
ten machine guns and two field guns. 


In the main batteries dne plan con- 


templates four 12-inoh guns of 40 cal- 
iber; four 8-Lnch guns of 45 caliber and 
12 6-inch guns of 50 caliber. The 12- 
Inch guns are to be mounted in bar- 
batte turrets and aft of the superstruc- 
ture, two 8-inch guns in a barbette tur- 
ret on each beam, and the 6-inch guns 
In broadside, so as to give the largest 
possible arc of fire. 


The second plan differs from the first 


in that it provides for eight 8-ineh guns, 
arranged in four barbette turrets, two 
on each side. There are two other plans 
Identical with this, except that one 
proposes to substitute four 10-inch guns 
for the 12-inch, and the other proposes 
to substitute two 10-inch and two 12- 
Inch for the four 12-inch g-uns. In these 
plans the fore and aft fire is the same 
as in the first plan, but the broadside 
fire is increased by two 8-inch guns. 
The fifth plan differs from the first in 
having no 8-Inch guns, and increasing 
the number of 6-inch to 18, eight firing 
on each broadside and four directly for- 
ward and two directly uft.

erty was sold the other day in a big care 
Dear Tennessee City, Tenu. 
Several 


mndred people were seated in the cave, 
ncludjng the colonists and their wives 
ind children an,d farmers from the sur- 
rounding country. W. BlakeLeech*cp- 
resented tlie receiver. 


Four tracts of land containing a to- 


tal of 784 acres •were first sold to Ran- 
som Leech for $11,000. Another tract 
of a thousand acres, mostly worthless 
land, went to George Wright for $1,450. 
Ele also bought the storehouse and lot 
for SJ5, making the whole amount re- 
ceived for land and about 30 houses 
thereon $12,465. The land originally 
cost $16,500, and the houses cost several 
thousands more. Growing crops go 
with the land. 


The minority stockholders, who had 


the property thrown into the hands of 
a receiver, were the purchasers. Horses, 
mules, fine hogs, etc., went for a song, 
mostly to neighboring farmers. 


It is said that the purchasers will re- 


organize the colony on a somewhat dif- 
ferent basis. Fifty-five majority stock- 
holders already have an agent outlook- 
Ing for a new location. They may go 
to Virginia. 
The colony paper,' the 


Coming Nation, will be sold. Its cir- 
culation of 60,000 has dwindled to 11,000. 
Many of the women shed tears at the 
sale, and there is much feeling over the 
break-up of the new Utopia.

It is as large as a full 
grown pheasant, end it is of a Jet-black 
color. The bird ia remarkable for it» 
immensely strong bill and the clevei 
manner in which it is used. The bill i« 
as hard as steel, and the upper part ha« 
a deep notch in it. 


Now, 
the favorite food of this cocka. 


too is the kernel of the canary nut; but 
there is wonderful ingenuity required 
to get at it, for the nut is something like 
a Brazil nut, but it it, ten timea as hard. 
In fact, it requires the blow of a heavj 
hammer to crack it. It is quite smooth 
and somewhat triangular in shape. 


The cockatoo might throw the nu1 


down, but it would not break, or 
11 


might hold it in its claws like the par- 
rots usually do with their food, and at- 
tempt to'crush. it; but the smoothnesii 
of the nut would cause it to fly out oi 
the beak. Nature appears to have 
giv«n the possessor of the wonderful 
bill some intelligence to direct its pow- 
ers, for the cockatoo takes one of tht 
nnts edgewise in its bill and by a carv- 
ing motion of its sharp lower beab 
makes a small notch om it. This done 
tha bird takes hold of the nut with it* 
claws and, biting offi a piece of leaf, re- 
tains It in the deep notch of the nppei 
part of the bill. Then the nut is seized 
between the upper and lower parts of 
the bill and is prevented slipping by th« 
peculiar texture of the leaf. A sharp 
nip or two in the notch breaks off n 
tiny piece of the shell of the nut. The 
bird then seizes the nut in its claws and 
pokes the long sharp point of its bill 
into the hole and picks out the kernel 
bit by bit. 


The cotkatoo has a very long tongue, 


which collects each morsel as it is 
broken off bj the bill. 


This is a wonderful procesB, for it is 


quite clear that without the leaf noth- 
ing could be done, and it proves how 
certain structures in birds are made to 
destroy certain parts of plants.—Phila- 
delphia Press.

GOLDEN RULE 


Subject of Dr.Newcomer's 
Talk on Sunday Evening. 


THE REV, A, W, HAWKINS 


Tells His Congregation of "Christian 


Assurance" at C. P. Church— 


Lyles' Character Sketch 


—Church Mote*. 


The ratn of Sunday morning Inter- 


'erred somewhat with the attendance 
at the churches but the services were 
none the less interesting. • At the 
Church of God the regular morning 
services were abandoned and a social 
class meeting held intsead. lu the 
evening the pastor, Rev. M. B. New- 
comer, took for the subject of his talk 
the '' Golden Rule, Do unto others as 
you would have them do unto yon.'' 
He said: "I take the ground that this 
law of Christ's was intended to be 
used in all relations of life. Employer 
and employe ought to adopt this rule. 
If they did society would be organ- 
ized on an entirely different basis. If 
it were adopted the trust that are 
robbing the people would be smitten 
before this law. As to the true 
definition of this law, it relates to our 
desire for fair treatment to others. If 
we desire justice and sympathy and 
help from others we most in like man- 
ner extend it to other*. Therefore the 
same treatment we expect from others 
must be given to all alike. Christ 
illustrated this law by the parable of 
the good Samaritan.

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THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT, 
Chicago Tribnne: At no time has 


the Zionist movement, which has for 
its object 
the establishment of a 


Jowish nation in Palesti ne, had as en- 
couraging prospects as now. Tue con- 
ference which opened at Basle yester- 
day finds the idea much further ad- 
vanced than it was at the first confer- 
ence held two years ago. Then the 
Jews of the world had jnet read the 
little booklet of Dr. Xneodor Herzl, 
which the brilliant Viennese had pub- 
lisbed in the previous year. The re- 
turn to Jerusalem had been a long 
cherished dream of the Hebrews, but 
Dr. Herzl was the first to give the 
ideas definite form, demanding the 
reconstruction of the Jewish people as 
a nation, the founding of a great 
Jewish company to be the executive 
of the nation, and the finding of a 
permanent home 
for that nation. 


Societies were formed to carry ont Dr. 
Hetzl's ideas and at the first confer- 
ence in 1897 117 organizations were 
represented, while in 1898 the number 
had grown to BIS and the present con- 
ference is likely to find the number 
doubled. Everywhere the plan has 
met with a warm reception by the 
Hebrews. Since the last conference a 
Jewish company has been founded 
called the Jewish Colonial Trust, and 
2&0,000 shares had been applied f or a 
month ago by 100,OCO shareholders hi 
10,000 towns scattered in all parts of 
the world. It is believed that the 
Jewish colonies in Palestine will be 
Bttocensfnl and lay the foundations of 
a prosperous existence. The snltan of 
Turkey is said to look with approval 
on the scheme, having been persuaded 
to do so by Emperor William of Ger- 
many.

Children seldom show much individu-

blots, the correct spelling, and the prop- 
er use of names and appropriate placing 
of the date.

of correspondence, nnd not allowed to 
fall into careless habits as to spacing, 
folding and addressing ot the same 
One of the hall marks of gentle breed- 
ing is found here, and the polite person 
us distinguished from the awkward 
nnd untrained one, may be known by 
the letter he or she writ«B. Regarded 
as n passport to social success, an ad 
juuct to business, an assistant in everv/ 
department, the ability to write a 
graceful, direct and intelligible lettci 
is of great value, and parents owe it tc 
their children to give them thorough 
training in this particular branch o) 
education.—Harper's H-i/ur.
